1. Vladimir rEXROV, the Soviet diplomat who recently' defects! in 
Australia, has stated that Sergei GAREYEV, Second Secretary of the Soviet 
Sab assy in Bern, went to Australia in 1952 as a diplomatic courier with 
the task of inspecting the code sections of the Soviet Embassies in Canberra 
and Wellington on behalf of the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs. According 
to i KIROV, MARKYKV is now in charge of the code section of toe Soviet Embassy 
in Switzerland. He is a regular employee of the Soviet Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. Unfortunately, this information cannot he passed to liaison at 
present since it is classified TOP 5 sCK; T/U 3 OFFICIALS ONLY. 

: 2. Yuri 8A3TVOROV, the Soviet political advisor who recently defected 
in Japan, claims to recognize MAKEYEV'S photograph and believes that he ba- , 
longed to the Second Chief Directorate of the UVD, probably at the time it 
was collecting foreign intelligence. The information in this paragraph, 
including toe identity of the source, may be passed to liaison. The classi- 
fication of this paragraph ia SSCRST, 

3. Headquarters Comment : fte realize that RASTVORQV'a comment assign- 

ing MAKEYEV to toe Second Directorate of the MVD may be taken to conflict 
with PETROV* a assertion that MAREYKV is a regular employee of toe Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, but we are passing along both comments as received for what 
they are worth, without attempting to bring too® into line. It may ba that 
MAKEYEV is an MYD employe® under foreign service cover, since this frequently 
occurs, but in this case it would not be accurate to term him a "reptlar 
employee of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs; 
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
